All this. and much more, the white-haired 
sinner admitted on the witness stand.

There 
is but one possible aggravation of the offense 
that I did positively refuse, and that was to 
marry the woman with whom I had the tran- 
saction that night,” he probably meant it.

Leta fair 
promenader elevate her skirts two inches above her 
shoetops, and lo! a hundred pairs of bulging optics are 
focused on that poor little finger’s breadth of stockings. 
Yet that same fair promenader might walk the entire 
length of the beach at some summer resort, with two 
stockings visible from toe-tip to knee, without at- 
tracting a glance from one of the hundred men whose 
gaze hungrily devours the tantalizing glimpse of ankle 
on the promenade. The same woman, 
dressed in tights and on the stage, would 
fill these same eager gazers with ennui. 
There is a witchery and a charm in 
the whisking, whirling, half-concealing 
apparel of the skirt dancer which potent- 
ly appeals to the male imagination. 

My thoughts were directed into this 
queer channel by a talk I recently enjoyed 
with aclever and somewhat noted Eng- 
lish dancer who was filling an engage- 
ment in this city. Upou my expressing 
my wonderment at the skill and precision 
displayed by herself and other dancers 


in the management of their voluminous drapery, she 
was good enough to explain some of its mysteries. 

“In skirt-dancing,” she said, “the object is to show 
the leg not higher than the knee, and to convey the idea 
that there is nothing above but a cloud of laces and ruf- 
fles. Now, this necessitates our wearing underclothes 
constructed on a special plan. I have found great diffi- 
culty since coming to America in finding tights and 
underwear of the kind I was accustomed to in Eng- 
land, and which are easily procured in London. Tights 
made in this country do not have the fine gloss that the 
English ones do, and as for silk and very fine muslin 
petticoats, made to meet the special requirements of 
skirt-dancing, I am compelled to have them made ex- 
pressly to my order. 

“It sometimes happens,” she went on, “that I abso- 
jutely can’t get the proper sort of underclothes. Then 
I have recourse to one of those charming little shams 
which we stage folks are always quick to conjure up in 
an emergency. I simply sew the front breadth of my 
underskirt to the back breadth, so that when I lift my 
leg in dancing, the skirt becomes practically a pair of 
very wide Turkish trousers and prevents any unusual 
display of my anatomy. 

“Of course, I prefer the sort of underclothes we wear 
in England, which are made especially for skirt-danc- 
ing. They are made of silk or the finest quality of 
muslin, and are trimmed in the most elaborate manner 
with embroidery and lace. They are supplied with very 
deep and full flounces, each one of which encircles the 
entire form, instead of merely going round the leg. 
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Now, if I were to stand before you, clothed only ina 
garment of this sort, the flounces, falling over one an- 
other from the waist to the hem, would make the affair 
look exactly like a short skirt, and you never would 
know, unless you were told, what I had on. That's the 
kind of undergarments I like to dance in, because I al- 
ways feel safe, and, no matter how I may kick, there 
can be no offensive or vulgar display.” 

An intimation that it was time to prepare for her | 
“turn” ended this instructive dissertation. 

One of the best known fencing masters in New York, 
who has his salle d’armes in the Broadway Theatre 
building, is the only one who instructs theatrical peo- 
ple.

In one season at Long Branch, 
where he accompanied her to keep up her fencing les- 
sons, she lost twenty pounds of superfluous flesh, all of

serts, ‘there is no one who fences like Rose Coghlan. 
She is an expert with the toils. She is graceful, sure 
and powerful, besides very enduring. I prepared her 
several years ago for the fencing part in ‘Jocelyn,’ and 
she has kept it up ever since. She is remarkably hand- 
some in fencing costume. Like Mrs Langtry,#he wears 
loose velvet trousers and a regular chamois fencing 
jacket. Many of the women of the stage abandon skirts 
when fencing, because it certainly gives them more 
freedom and grace. Besides, training has made many 
of them unconscious of the lack of p>tticoats.” 

Marie Tempest is a favorite pupil, and whenever she 
is in New York she spends an hour every day with the 
foils. When she does not fence in tights, she wears a 
costume of China silk of a delicate shade of salmon 
pink. Around the skirt is gathered a ruffle of delicate 
and costly lace, and it is said that Miss Tempest threat- 
ens the mait*te d’ Armes with annihilation if he dares 
thrust his foil through its mesh. 

Blanche Walsh is another actress who fences, and 
fences well. She is remarkably pretty in her fencing 
costume, which is a study in black and white. On her 
legs she wears black silk tights. Her skirt, which is 
very short, reaches several inches above the knee and 
is of white China silk. Above the kuees are tied black 
velvet garters with jaunty bows. On the waist, just 
above the region of the heart is embroidered a tiny 
heart of flaming scarlet silk. This is the point which 
her adversary aims to touch. Miss Walsh, like nearly 
all actresses who fence, finishes the exercise with a cold 
shower, followed by a massage. 

Lillian Russell has lately taken up fencing, it is said, 
| to reduce her weight; but then such unkind rumors are 
always in circulation about the “airy fairy” Lillian. 
Before she became Mrs. Jack Perugini, she lunged and 
parried for an hour twice a week in a becoming Turkish 
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costume of white silk. Since then she has had no time. 
There are many other stage women proficient with 
the fuils. Indeed, nearly all actresses realize the valu 
of practice with the foils in assuming confident and 
easy movement on the stage, and most of them in thei: 
leisure season take lessons regularly. Among the man) 
who are really clever are Mrs. Lesiie Carter, Nina Far 
rington, Mrs. James Brown Potter, Baroness Blanc, 
Agnes Herndon, Isabella Urquhart, Kate Forsythe, 
Sadie Martinot, Laura Russell, Anna O'Keefe, Helen 
Dacre, Olive Oliver, Loie Fuller and Katherine Clem- 
mens. 

There is a company now on the road working ina 
very unusual manner. It is headed by a young female 
star, a rather pretty girl, who is not unknown in this 
city. I hear that she does not pay salaries, but when 
business is good she takes her actors and actresses to a 
restaurant and treats them to an expensive champagne 
supper. 

As the members of her company are not old-timers, 
but young people who are out for a good time, they do 
not objectin the least. When the receipts are not such 
as to warrant this piece of extravagance, the manager 
and the star do ‘“‘the supper act” act alone.

(SUBJECT OF ILLUSTRATION. } 


Congressman W. C. P. Breckinridge continued his 
shameful confession of his relations with Madeline Pol- 

ird, in the famous breach of promise suit now on trial 
in Washington, D.C. Miss Pollard was in the court 
room and listened to his statements with more or less 
emotion, 

When his counsel, Gen. Butterworth, asked him if 
Miss Pollard was a maiden when he began to associate 
with her, he replied : 

“Until this suit was brought there never was any 
claim on her part that she was a maiden, nor that I 
physically or in any other sense seduced her.”’ 

Gen. Butterworth asked about the truth of any state- 
ment that he had seduced plaintiff or that the plaintiff 
had seduced the defendant. Col. Breckinridge smiled 
as he said: 

“Of course, there never was any claim on her part 
that she seduced me, and there never was a moment, 
under any circumstances, at any time, in any presence, 
in which the plaintiff charged or claimed in any way 
that I had seduced her or had betrayed her. Neither 
did she ever in conversation claim to be a girl of seven- 
teen or eighteen when she met me. I have endorsed 
papers that gave her birth as being in November, 
1866, but that did not attract my attention at the time. 
I never had any reason to doubt her age being what I 
thought it was at the time I met her.” 

“When did you first learn that she had come to Lex- 
ington from Cincinnati to attend school at Lexington? 

“My recollection is that it was in October. I saw her 
standing at the gate of the Sayre institute in Lexington. 
she had some books in her hand, and was in company 
with school girls of that institution. We walked down 
the street together. She told me she. was 
boarding at the house of Miss Hoyt or Mrs. 
Ketcham. I had received no message from 
her, and had seen and heard nothing of her 
up to that date. Miss Hoytand Mrs. Ketch- 
am were ladies of the highest character. 

“T have no knowledge whether the plaintiff 
received any man at her room at Miss Hoyt’s. 
If she did so it was notI. I was never in her 
room at Miss Hoyt’s. 

Gen. Butterworth went back to Sarah 
Guess’s and asked whether Mr. Breckinridge 
had paid Miss Pollard anything at that resort 
after the first visit. He said he paid her ex- 
penses. including her travelling expenses. 

Col. Breckinridge denied that he had ‘ever 
dated any letters committed to him by the 
plaintiff or mailed them from points agreed on 
in order to deceive Miss Pollard’s friends and 
relatives. “My handwriting and the hand- 
writing of the plaintiff is so dissimilar that 
attempt to imitate her handwriting in filling 
in a date in letters would have been entirely absurd.” 
Tn answer to further questions the witness continued: 

“The first time I ever heard of her first pregnancy 
was in the summer of 1887. ‘The first time I ever had 
information that it had carried her to Cincinnati was in 
the winter of 1892-3, when she asked me to help her 
obtain a place for a lady in Washington on the ground 
that it was the lady*s brother who had been her physi- 
cian in her trouble. The information that I had was 
‘hat there had been a miscarriage—I mean a natural 
not a forced one. The indication given by her was that 
it occurred with the knowledge of her mother and un- 
der her mother’s care, and that it was through her 
mother that it was kept quiet.” 

At this Miss Pollard, who had been scribbling notes 
on @ pad of paper, suddenly stiffened up, stared at 
Breckinridge and fairly quivered with rage. It looked 
for an instant as though she were going to fly at him. 
Mrs. Ellis caught hold of her right arm and held it 
tight, while Mr. Carlisle spoke earnestly in a low tone 
to her, and she restrained herself, though for fully five 
minutes her head continued to shake ominously. 

Continuing, Co', Breckinridge said: 

“One morning she came in and said she feared that 
she was pregnant, and there was nothing left for her 
but to go to Washington or somewhere. There was a 
doubt about the pregnancy, and I postponed the going 
and remonstrated with her. About every other day 
she came to my office.” 

Q. Did she state that the pregnancy was the result of 
her meeting with you? 

A, Oh, yes. 

Col. Breckinridge added that in the month of Septem- 
her she said positively that she was coming to town, 
and their conversation then was an excessively unpleas- 
ant one, 

In saying that she said she was coming, Col. Breckin- 
ridge emphasized the “was,” and the audience gazed 
\t the determined face of the plain little woman under 
the ugly black toque and tittered. 

A few days later they had another unpleasant inter- 
View. She said she had made up her mind to goto 
Washington. 

“T refused to furnish the money and urged her to re 
main in Lexington for the present. I said the preg- 
hancy was still a matter of doubt. There had been the

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But she went. I may say that I furnished her subse- |

My impression was 
that she had got it from Miss Hoyt. The first time I 
met Miss Pollard after she came to Washington was 
while she was walking in Washington Circle. She in- 
formed me that she was ina Catholic institution, and 
that there was no doubt of her cundition.” 

Q. The plaintiff says that from the time you met her 
and established this immoral and unholy relation up to 
1890, there never was a suggestion on your part that 
the relations should be broken up, but that it was con- 
tinued at your earnest solicitation. What are the facts? 

A. From November, 1885, until July, 1887, there 
were no relations between the plaintiff and myself, not 
ofany sort. The entanglement between the defendant 
and the plaintiff really commenced when she, against 
my protest, came to Washington during that fall. There 
was an interval when there were no improper acts. 
When I met her here inthe fall of 1890 there was an 
understanding between the plaintiff and me, as I un- 
derstood, that she was to leave Washington. When I 
returned I found that she was still here, but had lost 
her place in the Agricultural Department. I got her 
one in the Census Bureau. 

Col. Breckinridge then told of his resolution to tell 
Mrs. Blackburn that there was an engagement between 
Miss Pollard and him. 

“I said to Miss Pollard: ‘You put me in the predica- 
ment of either having a terrible public scandal or of 
trusting you.’ I thought there might be a disgraceful 
scene in the street or hotel corridors, perhaps a threat- 
ening with a pistol. I told her this, and I placed my- 
self in her power, but that she knew that since my con- 
versation with Mr. Rhodes any idea of a marriage 
between us was 
an absolute im- 
possibility. I 
never took her 
te my house, and 
I told her she 
could never go 
to my house; 
that I could not 
marry her and 
have her assocl- 
ated with my 
family; that 
marriage be- 
tween us would 
not be happy, 
and that she 
would always 
suspect when she 
was my wife that

Col. Breckinridge then described in detail the visit to 
Mrs. Blackburn, when he told Mrs. Blackburn that he 
was engaged to Miss Pollard. Mrs. Blackburn said: 
“This is indeed a surprise. I can scarcely credit it, 
and I do not know whether to congratulate you or 
not.” 

“To which,” said Col. Breckinridge, “I said nothing. 
I arose, and the plaintiff and I walked home in absolute 
silence. When I left her at the door of her house I 
said, ‘Now, you must leave Washington before I do, 
or I will notify Mrs. Blackburn of the real relations be- 
tween us.’ She said: ‘I will go and I will carry out this 
agreement, but I cannot goso soon as you want, because 
I must have time to get some clothes.’ ”’ 

Mrs. Blackburn agreed with him, he said, that Miss 
Pollard must leave Washington, or scandal would 
follow. 

Col. Breckinridge next recounted in an animated 
fashion the exciting incidents of the visit to Major 
Moore's office. 

“One night she caine to a house in Jefferson Place, 
where I was with my wife. We were sitting in the 
dining-room, and she rushed in with very great excite- 
ment and said, ‘Excuse me, Mrs. Wing. but I want to 
see Mr. Breckinridge on a matterof great importance,’ 
and turned to me and said, ‘I want to see you.’ I then 
turned to my wife and said, ‘I think I had better go 
with her.’ When we got out on the street she said, ‘I 
intend to end this matter, and Iam going to kill you.’ 
I said, ‘All right, this is your last day.’ Her statement 
that I said a word disrespectful to my wife in any de- 
gree is absolutely a fabrication without a shadow of 
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truth to justify it. She said she did not intend to kill 
me alone; she intended to have no trial about it, but

“As I was standing there she came in with a pistol in 
her hand—the third one I had seen her with. I had 
some sort of a feeling of what might be in her mind, 
and as she was close to the door I put my arms about 
her and took the pistol away from her. I then left 
without saying a word to her.” 

At this point the court adjourned. 

At the next session Col. Breckinridge was cross-exam- 
ined by ex-Judge Wilson, one of the counsel for Miss 
Pollard. The entire story of his intrigue with the plain- 
tiff was gone through with again. 

When Col. Breckinridge mentioned that he had ad- 
vised Miss Pollard to marry Mr. Rhodes because 
Rhodes had had intimate relations with her, Mr. Wil- 
son asked whether he would give similar advice to a 
man under similar circumstances. 

“That is a question of casuistry which I am not pre- 
pared to answer. If you ask whether a young girl, who 
has had improper relations with a man, stands in the 
same relation to society as the man, I would say no, 
because the publication of the fact destroys the girl, and 
it only injures the man.” 

“Oh,” said Mr. Wilson, “so it wouldn't hurt the 
man?" 

“I did not say that,”’ said Breckinridge. 
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has had such interceurse with a man, has, on the pub- 
lication of the fact, the probability of destruction. The 
man who has had such intercourse with a girl, may get 
off with only injury, especially if he bea young man 
and unmarried. So the advice 1 would give to a young 
man, or a young woman, uuder such circumstances, 
would be entirely different.” 

Here Col. Breckluridge turned toward Miss Pollard 
aguin, and said: “If under some circumstances a young 
man who had had iutercourse with a woman came to 
meand asked my advice about that woman I would 
say marry her; but under other circumstances I would 
say that death, or heil, or anything else was preferable 
to taking that woman into his family. The latter ad- 
vice would be, or might be, in circumstances and inci- 
dents concerning the woman and her character or 
which the intercourse might be only incidental.” 

Next Judge Wilson asked Col. Breckinridge about 
the ride in the closed carriage frm the Wesleyan 
College. 

“Why had you a closed carriage on a warm August 
evening? Don’t you think it would be unnatural to get 
a closed carriage to take a ride with a lady on a hot 
August evening ?”’ 

“Oh, I don’t know about that."’ 

This evoked laughter. 

Q. What did you talk about with Miss Pollard ? 

A. She did most of the talking. 

Q. You are not much inclined to talk? (Laughter). 

A, That depends entirely upon the company I am In. 

Q. How far had you gone in the carriage before Miss 
Pollard took off her hat? 

A, Ten or fifteen, or maybe twenty minutes. 

Q. Previous to the time that you put your arm around 
her, was there anything improper? 

A, Nothing I could put into words. There was some- 
thing—something that—something internally that in- 
duced me to put my arm around her. I[ cannot say 
there was any advance made on the part of either. 

Q. So there was something inside of you that induced 
you to put your arm around her? (Laughter). Col. 
Breckinridge (with embarrassment)—I was just in that 
state of mind—if she had objected, I could not have 
said to her: “You have encouraged 
me,” and I was not surprised when 
she was not offended. 

Q. How long did you hold her in 
your embrace? 

A, Not very long. 

Q. What were you talking about? 

A, There was not a word said. 

Q. So you cannot say how long you 
held her in your arms? 


A, I cannot tell you in the sense of 
time at all. I took her In my arms 
and drew her to me; drew her 
across my lap. There was no resis- 
tance; no protestation. 


Judge Wilson looked impressively 
at the jury, shook his head sagely 
and said: “And this was a young 
woman from school, and you had 
had all your early experiences and 
advantages in life, and you had been 
addressing Christian meetings and 
audiences of young ladies?” 


Col. Phil Thompson jumped up 
with an objection to the question, 
but Col. Breckinridge waved his 
counsel down as if he were directing a child to be 
seated, and burst out: 

“I'llanswer that. All of it is true, and very much 
more that you have not sald is true. There is no man 
in America that has less excuse for what he did than I 
had, with the domestic circumstances that I had—never 
anybody had less excuse. Considering my surround- 
ings and what blessings I had in my life, there is no 
form in which you can frame your question to which I 
can answer by any palliation of my conduct. You 
cannot frame words too strong to characterize it. I 
have attempted to make no excuse for it. I have no 
defense to make. All that I can say is that what hap- 
pened, Bappened the way that I say it did—that it all 
happened that way.”’ 

Judge Wilson, taken aback, sought to make the most 
of this declaration by saying: “And your offense was 
aggravated by this being a schowl-girl ?” 

“There can be nothing about it,” continued Col. 
Breckinridge; ‘nothing can be said in attempt to palliate 
or justify what I have admitted. I simply say that the 
act, whatever it was, was done in the circumstances 
which I have narrated. And,” he added, holding out 
his hands, palms up, and speaking with a voice thrilling 
with emotion, a voice that carried all the Southern men 
in the rooin back to the old days when those silver 
tones charmed pertervid audiences into frenzies of ap- 
plause, “the punishment that I have received for my 
offense is a punishment that I have submitted to. To 
all the punishment that has been due to this offense [ 
submit, and I am submissive to all that may be entailed 
upon me from this day. Ido not wish to be understood 
as defending, justifying, palliating, but simply I am 
trying, from the recollection of ten years, to tell the 
truth, without coloring it one way or the other.

Col. Breckinridge said 
that Miss Pollard had not come to his arms a maiden, 
and had not been induced to submit herself to him by 
protestations of love on his part or by promise of re- 
ward. 

Mr. Wilson went into the subject with a good deal of 
disgusting particularity, and after he had asked such 
questions as ‘‘I suppose you recognize that a man who is

“No such seduction as what might be induced by 
taking a girl in one’s arms ever took place with a 
virtuous girl.

The Carmencita Club had a ball in Tammany Hall, | 
this city, last week. After it was all over there was one 
dead man and many cracked heads. The riot began 
shortly after 3 o'clock in the morning during the mad 
revelry. Just how it began no one seems to know. 
But it was caused by the difference of opinion between 
some of the dancers and the police on the question of 
the advisability of drinking champagne after 1 A. M. 
Roundsman Shay and. Policeman Wagner, who were 
doing duty in the ball room, had been watching a party 
of revelers in Eddie Hirsch’s box for some time. Two 
of the young women there kicked @ little too high for 
the officers, and the roundsman suddenly dashed in, 
yanked them out bodily and rushed them out of the 
hall. That probably was the beginning of the general 
melee which followed. Hirsch and his male compan- 
lons hissed the roundsman and suffered the penalty. 
As soon as he had disposed of the girls Shay came back, 
grabbed the undaunted Hirsch and prepared to throw 
him out to Join the women. 

But Hirsch is a power, and ‘“‘der hull crowd was wid 
him.”’ They closed in around the officer and some one 
struck him from behind, Policeman Wagner came to 
the rescue, and then the fight became general. In the 
centre of the crush Shay and Wagner swung their 
clubs with telling effect, and one by one their assail- 
ants dropped off, rubbing bruised shoulders and battered 
skulls. Finally reinforcements were called in from the 
streetand the disturbance subsided. When 
the lights were turned up and the battle 
ground was viewed Terence Gallagher, whose 
familiar face was well known at the race 
tracks last year as a tout, was found dead on 
the steps leading from the boxes. He had 
been in the midst of the row, and was seen to 
walk over toward the steps just before the 
officers were called in from the street. The 
ambulance surgeon, who made a hasty exam- 
ination, found no evidence that Gallagher 
had been struck by anybody, but gave it as 
his opinion that the man had died of heart 
disease. Gallagher lived at 122 East 125th 
street and drove a cab occasionally. His 
headquarters were in the neighborhood of 
Tammany Hall.

The musicians and wait- 
ers were let out through the side door and the 
hall was soon enveloped in darkness and

It was like a 
condensed edition of the French ball, without 
the pomp and splendor of the surroundings, 
but it more than made up for that In the extraor- | 
dinarily enhanced exuberance of the participants. 
The fuu did not begin until about 1 o’clock, when it 
was momentarily checked by the edict of the police, 
closing the bar, which fell like a wet blanket on the 
crowd. But, like the dear little ducks that they were, 
the girls g00n shook off this temporary dampness and 
went in with a will for all that was to be had in the way 
of gayety. 

Tammany Hall was pretty well crowded by this time. 
The throng was made up, for the, most part, of East 
Side girls, with flexible consciences, and among their 
escorts the East Broadway and Baxter street clothing 
industries were largely represented.

THE GOODWIN MURDER RECALLED BY A 
DIVORCE. 


A bundle of legal papers hidden away in a safe in the 
County Clerk’s office, tis city, contains a decree of 
divorce granted Peter Snyder from his wife Essie. The 
details of the proceedings have been kept quiet, but the 
decree recalls a famous murder case. 

When Charies E. Goodwin was shot dead in the Per- 
cival apartment house in West Forty-second street on 
Sunday night, Aug. 2, 1891, by Burton C. Webster, he 
had just been writing, and this was what he had 
written : 

SuNDAY, Aug. 2, 1891. 

“My Own PREcIOUS DARLING WIFE: I never sat 
down to write you with my heart so full of tenderness, 
sympathy, and love as to-night. IT never loved you 
more or needed your love more than now, and yet I 

don’t know where or how to begin 
my letter. It seems as if I had 
lived years in the last few days, and 
as if the experience of a lifetime 
ha. been crowded into them.

&:.d it is impossible to find an end 
that I might follow up, without in- 
tersection, any one _ particular 
thought. Everything crowds upon 
me in tumult, and it is only By 
this preface that I can hope to 
unravel my thoughts and lay 
them down separately and side by 
side, to take up one by one until I 
have mastered them and have 
them on paper for you, my beloved 
Essie, to read and understand. 

“T have not appreciated, the last 
two or three weeks, the damage I 
was doing you, the state of mind I

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LIVELY GLOVE CONTESTS IN PHILADELPHIA 


The glove contests under the auspices of the Schuylkill Navy, at 
Philadelphia, were interesting and were witnessed by a big crowd.
